G.W. NAMES WALTER R. ROBERTS AS DIPLOMAT-IN-RESIDENCE 

Walter R. Roberts, former Associate Director of the United 
States Information Agency and, for the past 10 years, Executive 
Director of the Board for International Broadcasting, has been 
named Visiting Diplomat-in-Residence at The George Washington 
University, President Lloyd H. Elliott has announced. Dr. Roberts 
will play an integral part in G.W.'s School of Public and 
International Affairs teaching and research programs. 

"Walter Roberts brings the practical experience of high- 
level government service to our academic environment," President 
Elliott said. "We are very pleased with this addition to our 
international affairs faculty." 

From 1975-1985, Roberts was Executive Director of the 
U.S. Board for International Broadcasting, the federal agency 
which oversees Radio Free Europe and Radio Liberty. He worked 
for the United States Information Agency and its predecessor 
agencies from 1942-1974, and he served as Associate Director, the 
highest career position in the U.S.I.A., from 1971-1974. 

Roberts' foreign affairs experience also includes serving 
as Counselor of the U.S. Mission to International Organizations, 
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Geneva, Switzerland, 1967-1969; Counselor of Embassy for Public 
Affairs, American Embassy, Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 1960-1966; 

Deputy Assistant Director for European Affairs, U.S. Information 
Agency, 1954-1960; and Foreign Affairs Officer (Austrian Desk), 
U.S. Department of State, 1950-1953. 

He was a member of the American delegation to the Austrian 
Treaty Talks, and was present when the treaty was signed in 
Vienna in 1955. 

Walter Roberts attended Cambridge University in England, 
where he earned a Ph.D. He served as Diplomat-in-Residence at 
Brown University in 1966-1967. 

In addition to publishing numerous articles, Roberts has 
written two books: Tito, Mihailovic. and the Allies. 1941-1945 
(1973); and Cult ure and Information. Two Foreign Policy Functions 
(1976), with Terry Deibel. 

A recipient of the Distinguished Honor Award from the 
U.S.I.A., Roberts is a member of the Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions, the Washington Institute of Foreign Affairs, and the 
Metropolitan Club. 
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
